REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES. 
The committee on rules présented their report, as follows: ' 


ORDER OF BUSINESS AND RULES OF THE SENATE. 


RULE I. 


1. The stated hour of meeting, unless otherwise ordered, shall be 10 
o’clock in the morning of each day.- 


2. The President, (ex-officio the Lieutenant Governor,) or, in his ab- 
sence, the President pro tem., shall take the chair every day, promptly 
at the hour to which the Senate stands adjourned; shall call the Senate 
to order, and on the appearance of a quorum shall proceed to business. 

RULE IT. 


1. A majority of all the Senators elected shall constitute a quorum” 

and whenever a less number than a quorum shall convene at a regular 
meeting, and shall adjourn, the names of the absentees shall be entered 
on the journal. 


2. Whenever a less number than a quorum shall convene at any 
regular meeting, they are empowered to send the sergeant-at-arms, or 
any other person or persons by them authorized, for any or all absent 
Senators; and the actual expense incurred thereby i in each case shall be 
paid by ‘the absentees, respectively, unless for a good and sufficient 
reason, they may have ‘been, or may be, excused by the Senate. 

RULE II. 


1. The Senate haying been called to order at the hour to which it 
shall have adjourned, and a quorum being present, the order of busi- 
-ness shall be as follows: 


First. Prayer. 

Second. Reading and correction of the. journal. 
‘Third. Presentation of petitions and memorials. 
Fourth. Reports of standing committees. 

Fifth. Reports of special committees. 

Sixth. Consideration of messages from the Governor. 


Seventh. Consideration of messages from the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


Eighth. Motions and resolutions. 

Ninth. Introduction, first reading and reference of bills. 

Tenth. Second reading of bills. 

Eleventh. Third reading of bills. 4 a 
Twelfth. Consideration of the general calendar. 

Thirteenth; Miscellaneous business. 

2. Whenever any bill or other matter is made the special order for 


N 
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a particular day and hour, and the consideration thereof shall not be 
completed at that sitting, itshall retain its place on the general calen- 
dar, unless it shall be made the special order for another day. 


RULE Iv. 


1. No motion shall be debated until the same shall have been 
seconded and put by the chair and, if desired by the presiding officer 
or by any Senator, such motion shall be reduced to writing, delivered 
at the secretary’s desk and read before the same shall be debatable. 


2. Any motion or resolution may be withdrawn or modified by ‘the 
mover at any time before a decision, amendment or ordering of the 
ayes and nays, except a motion to reconsider, which shall not be with- 
drawn without leave of the Senate. 

3. When a question is under debate the President shall receive no 
motion but to adjourn, to take a recess, to proceed to the consideration 
of the special order, to lay on the table, to close debate ata special 
time, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely, and they shall take precedence in the order named. 


4. A motion to postpone to a day certain, or indefinitely, being de- 
cided shall mot be again allowed at the same stage of the bill or proposi- 
tion; and if a bill or proposition be set for consideration ona certain 
day, it shall not be considered at an earlier day. 


RULE V. 


1. All so-called substitute motions and resolutions shall be con- 
sidered as amendments only, and shall be subject to the rules relating 
thereto, except such matters as may be reported by committee. 


RULE VI. 


1. All questions of order shall be decided by the President without 
debate; such decision shall be subject to appeal to the Senate by any 
Senator, on which appeal no Senator shall speak more than once, un- 
less by leave of the Senate, and the President may on such appeal 
speak in preference to Senators. 


2. Ifa Senator be called to order for words spoken, the exceptional 
words spoken shall be immediately taken down in writing by the sec- 
retary, that the President may be the better enabled to judge of the 
matter. 

3. Ifany Senator, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules 
of the Senate, the President shall, or any Senator may, call him to or- 
der; and the Senator called to order shall immediately take his seat, if 
required to do so by the President, until the question of order is de- 
cided. Ifthe decision be in favor of the Senator called to order, he 
shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall not be permitted to 
proceed, in case any Senator object, without leave of the Senate. 


RULE VII. 


1. A motion to adjourn (or take a recess) shall always be in order; 
but being decided in the negative, shall not be again entertained unless 
some motion, call, or order shall have taken place. 


RULE VIII. 


1. A question containing two or more propositions, capable of divi- 
sion, shall be divided whenever desired by any Senator. A motion to 
strike out and insert shall be deemed divisible, but a motion to strike 
‘out being lost, shall neither preclude amendment nor a motion to strike 
out and insert. 


2. All amendments of the House of Representatives toa Senate bill 
or other propositions shall not be divisible. 
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: RULE IX. "a , 

1. The following questions shall be decided without debate, to wit: 

To adjourn, to take a recess, to lay on the table, to take from the table, 


to go into committee of the whole on the orders of the day, and all ques- 
tions relating to the priority of business. z 


RULE X. 


1. On filling up blanks, the question shall first be taken on the larg- 
est sum, greatest number and most distant day. 


RULE XI. ; 


1. The President shall have the right, in the absence or inability of 
the President pro tem. to preside, to name any Senator to perform the 
duties of the chair temporarily, who shall be invested during such time 
with all the powers and privileges of the President, except that of sign- 
ing bills and joint resolutions. But such appointment shall not extend 
beyond an adjournment. 


2. The President shall have the general direction of the Senate 
chainber, and in case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
lobby, he shall have the power to order the same to be cleared. He may 
assign seats within the bar of the Senate to reporters of newspapers, 
for the purpose of taking down the-proceedings, but not so as to inter- 
fere with the convenience of the Senate. 


3. The President shall, in the presence of the Senate, and after 
their titles shall have been previously read, sign all bills and joint reso- 
lutions, memorials and addresses, when passed by both houses, and all 
writs, warrants and subpoenas issued by order of the Senate, or any 
committee thereof, shall be under his hand, attested by the secretary. 


RULE XH. 


1. The secretary shall permit no journals, records, bills or papers 
to be taken from his desk, or out of his-eustody, other than in the regu- 
lar routine of business; nor shall he at any time or place allow the same 
to be handled or examined by any person whatsoever, except the Presi- 
dent, Seriators, and officers and employees of tne Senate. 

2. If any papers in his charge shall be missing, he shall report the 
fact immediately upon the discovery, to the President. ° 


3. The secretary shall keep a book to be called the docket, in which 
he shall enter, under appropriate marginal numbers, all Senate and 
House bills, and joint resolutions and memorials and correct notes, with 
the dates thereof of the state, condition and progress of each biil pend? 
ing until the final disposition thereof, and shall index the same under 
the name of the Senator or Representative introducing the bill, joint 
resolution or memorial, and generally shall perform the duties of secre- 
tary under direction of the President. 


oe RULE XIII. . 

1. The secretary shall keep a correct journal of each day’s pro- 
ceedings. l 

2, The title of all bills and proposed amendments shall be entered 
on the journal. — 

RULE XIV. 

1. The secretary of the Senate shall make a list of all bills in the 
order in which they were reported from committees—unless the Senate 
shall otherwise direct—resolutions, reports of committees and other pro- 
ceedings of the Senate which are committed to a committee of the whole 
Senate, and which are not made the order of the day for any particular 
day and hour; which list shall be called the general calendar. 


2. He shall make a list of all bills, resolutions, reports of committees 


$ 
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and other proceedings of the Senate, which have, by order of the Senate, 
been set down for considerarion at some particular day and hour; which 
list shall be called the special orders. 


3. He shall make a list of all bills, resolutions and memorials which 
may be upon their third reading, entering these in the order in which 
they were ordered upon third reading, unless the Senate shall by a two- 
thirds vote, otherwise direct; which list shall be called bills upon third 
reading. 


RULE XV. 
1. No Senator shall be permitted to vote or serve on any committee 
on any question in the event of which, other than a citizen, he is indi- 
vidually interested. 


2. No Senator shail, without leave, absent himself from the Senate, ` 
otherwise than temporarily, unless there be a quorum without his 
presence. 

3. In all cases the Senator who shall first rise and address the Pres- 
ident shall speak first, but no Senator shall speak more than twice on 
the same day on the same question, without leave of the Senate, and he 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid person- 
alities. 

4. Any Senator shall have the right to protest against any action 
of the Senate, and such protests, and the reasons therefor, when re- 
duced to writing, shall, without alteration, commitment or delay, be 
entered in the journal. 


RULE XVI. 

1. Every Senator present when the question is put, shall vote, unless 
the Senate, for special reasons, excuse him. A request to be excused 
from voting shall not be in order unless made before the Senate divides, 
or before the call of the yeas and nays is commenced. Any Senators 
requesting to be excused from voting, may make a brief statement of 
the reason for making such request, and the question shall then be 
taken without further debate; but no Senator shall be excused from 
voting on any question by reason of his occupying the chair. 

2. Any Senator may change his vote before the decision of the 
question shall have been announced by the chair. 


. RULE XVII. 

1. When a question has been decided by the Senate, any Senator, 
voting on the prevailing side, may give notice that he will, on the same 
or succeeding day, move for the reconsideration thereof, and such motion 
shall take precedence over all other questions except the consideration 
of a conference report ora motion toadjourn: Provided, That such 
motion if made during the last six days of the session shall be disposed 
of when notice is given. 


RULE XVIII. 

1. In case of disagreement between the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives the Senate may either recede, insist and ask a conference, 
or adhere; any motion for.such purposes shall take precedence in that 
order. 

i RULE XIX. : 

1. The following standing committees shall be appointed by the 

President: : 
Judiciary, five members. 
Finance, five members. 
Rules, three members. 
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State Affairs, five members. 
Privileges and Elections, five members. 
Education, three members.

2.. No committee shall sit during the session of the Senate, nor at 
any time occupy the Senate chamber without leave grantéd by the 
Senate. 


3. The committee on engrossment shail examine all bills, amend- 
ments and joint resolutions or other papers which are required to be 
engrossed, before they go out of the possession of the Senate, and make 
report when they find them correctly engrossed, before they are read a 
third time; they shall also compare such amendments as may be made 
in the House to Senate bills and that are concurred in by the Senate, 
after they shall have been re-engrossed in the Senate, for the purpose 
of seeing if they are correctly engrossed; and no bill shall have its third 
reading unless it shall have been printed, nor until it Has been en- 
grossed and report thereon made by the c committee on engrossment that 
it has been correctly engrossed. 


4, The committee on enrollment shall examine all bills originating 
in the Senaté ‘and which have passed both houses, see that they are 
correctly enrolled, signed by the President of the Senate and Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, and presented to the Governor, and 
shall make report thereof to the Senate. 


RULE XX. 


1. Reports of committees, except such as do not propose final ac- 
tion, and reports of committees of conference, shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, be placed upon the calendar for the day next succeeding that on 
which they are presented to the Senate. 


2. Every Senate billshall, upon the first reading, and before be- 
ing presented, be referred, as a matter of course, to the appropriate 
standing committee; for the single purpose of considering whether or 
not the bill shall be printed.- The committee shall, as soon as possible, 
and in the order of its reference, report each bill back with the recom- 
mendation, ‘“‘that the bill be ordered printed,” or that ‘‘the bill be laid 
on the table,” and in the event of the latter recommendation, the com- 
mittee shall give explicitly its reasons therefor. 


3. Three days after the, reference of a bill, as provided for in the 
preceding section of this rule, any Senator may, by giving at least one 
day’s notice call, for the report of the committee required in said sec- 
tion, and unless excused by the Senate, the committee shall, upon the 
expiration of the time of notice, make report. 

4. The. final question upon the second reading of every bill or 
joint resolution originating in the Senate shall be whether it shall be 
engrossed and read a third time; and no amendment shail be received 
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at the third reading except to make clerical corrections and perfect the 
text, unless by unanimous consent of the Senators present; butit shall 
be in order, before the final passage of any such bill or joint resolu- 
tion, to move its recommitment; and should such recommitment take 
place and any amendment be reported by the committee, the said bill or 
resolution shall be again read a second time and considered, and the 
aforesaid question again put. 

5. A motion to strike out the enacting clause of a bill shall have pre- 
cedence of a motion to amend, and if carried, shall be equivalent to its 
rejection. 


6. When an amendment made in the Senate to a bill from the House 
of Representatives shall be disagreed to by the House, and not adhered 
to by the Senate, the bill shall be considered as standing on third reading. 


RULE XXI. 


1. On a motion being made and seconded to close the doors of the 
Senate on the discussion of any business which may, in the opinion of 
any Senator, require secrecy, or on motion being made and carried, that 
the Senate go into executive session, the President shall direct all ex- 
cept the Senators and secretary, and sergeant-at-arms to withdraw, and 
during the executive session and the discussion of said motion, the doors 
shall remain shut, and every member and officer shall keep secret all 
such matters, proceedings and things whereof secrecy shall be enjoined 
by order of the Senate. 


2. Whenever the Senate shall go into consideration of executive 
business the proceedings of the Senate in such business shall be kept in 
a separate journal, which shall not be inspected by any others than the 
members of of the Senate, unless otherwise ordered by the Senate. The 
Governor shall, from day to day, be notified by the secretary of the 
action of the Senate upon executive nominations, but no further extract 
from the executive journal shall be furnished, published or otherwise 
communicated, except by special order of the Senate. 


3. Any Senator or officer of the Senate, convicted of disclosing any 
matter directed by the Senate to be held in confidence, shall be liable, 
if a Senator, to expulsion, and if an officer, to dismissal from the ser- 
vice of the Senate. i 

RULE XXII. 


1. Upon the adoption ofa motion to go into the committee of the 
whole Senate, the President shall appoint the chairman thereof, who 
shall, for the time being, exercise all the powers of the President, neces- 
sary to the conduct of the business of the committee. 


2. The rules of the Senate shall govern, as far as practicable, the 
proceedings of the committee except that a member may speak more 
than twice on the same subject, that a call for the yeas and nays can 
not be made, nor can an appeal from the decision of the chair be taken. 


3. A motion that the committee rise shall always be in order, and 
shall be decided without debate. r 


RULE XXIII. 


1. Messages from the Governor or House of Representatives may 
be received at any time, except while the Senate is dividing, or while 
the journal is being read, or while a question of orđer or a motion to 
adjourn is pending, but no such message shall be reported to the Sen- 
ate without unanimous consent, until the regular order is reached. 


RULE XXIV. 


1. All resolutions, memorials and other papers requiring the signa- 
ture of the Governor, shall be treatedin all respects, in the introduction 
and form of proceeding, in a similar manner with bills. 
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RULE XXV. f, 

1. No person not a Senator or officer of the Senate, other than the 
Judges of the District and Supreme Courts, the Governor, and elective 
State officers, members of the Congressional delegation, members of 
the House of Representatives, duly accredited representatives of the 
State press, shall be allowed on the floor of the Senate while in session. 


2. Any employee of the Senate, or of its committees, soliciting or 
inviting any Senator to vote or use his influence for any bill or matter 


- before the Senate, shall be at once dismissed from service and employ- 


ment. > 


RULE XXVI. 

1. Every petition, memorial, remonstrance, resolution, bill and 
report of committee shali be endorsed with its appropriate title, and 
immediately thereunder the name of the Senator presenting the same 
shall be written. 


2. Every petition, memorial and other paper shall be refėrred as of 
course, without putting the question, unless the reference be objected 
to when it is presented. 


RULE XXVII. 2 


1. During the session of the Senate, smoking within the Senate 
chamber shall not be allowed. ; 

2. No purchase shall be made or expense incurred by the sergeant- 
at-arms, or any officer or employee of the senate, in its behalf, except 
upon the written order of the President. 

3. When the reading of any paper is called for, and not as a part of 
the remarks of any Senator, and objection be made, it shall be determ- 
ined by a vote of the Senate, without debate. z 

4. No rule shall be suspended unless upon a two-thirds vote, nor 
abrogated or amended unless one day’s notice be given, or upon a report 
of the committee on rules and upon a-majority vote. 

5. Allemployees of the Senate shall be under the general supervision 
of the President, who shall have the right to direct any employee to per- 
form any reasonable duty for the Senate other than the special work of 
the position to which such employee has been elected if he thinks the 
public interest demand.

Boise City, January 24th, 1895, 

Mr. President and Members of the Senate, Idaho Legislature: 
GENTLEMEN: I have this day signed Senate Bill No. 3, An act to 
repeal an act entitled ‘‘An act to prescribe the mode of payment of all 
obligations of debt to be paid in money.” ‘The law which this was in- 
tended to repeal was passed by the second session of the Idaho legisla- 
ture, receiving the unanimous vote of all the members present in both 
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houses. The members of the three political parties which comprised 
the membership of that session seemed to vie with each other in sup- 
port of the bill, thereby hoping to fix their status as friends of free 
coinage. It was one of those spontaneous, emotional acts which char- 
acterize legislative bodies. When I signed the bill I did so under the 
belief that while it could not possibly help to advance the price of sil- 
ver, it would not do any harm and might be taken as a proof of the 
loyalty of the people of Idaho to the white metal. 


The experience of the last two years has shown that my views as 
to the effect of the law on the price of silver were correct, that metal be- 
ing lower in pricethan when the law took effect; in fact, the measure 
has accomplished no good, while its influence has been detrimental to 
the business interests of the State by creating an uncertainty in the 
minds of investors. 


I believe that you have supported and passed this bill for the reas- 
ons I name and not through any unfriendly spirit to silver, else I 
would not have signed it.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


- EXECUTIVE OFFICE, STATE OF IDAHO, 
Boss City, January 28th, 1895. 
Mr. President and Members of the Senate, Idaho Legislature: 


Gentlemen: The act of Congress providing for the admission of 
Idaho carried with it, for our benefit, the donation ofa large tract of 
land for various purposes, aggregating 622,000 acres. 


The State Board of Land Commissioners, as is their duty, have ex- 
ercised all possible diligence to locate and secure title to these lands, 
and we have already located, as shown by the reports of the State 
Board, 415,508 acres, of which amount we have had patented to the 
State, 264,097 acres, and I hope during the next two years, if you make 
the necessary appropriation, to secure title to the entire grant. 


As chairman of the board, I may say to you that we feel a just 
pride in our accomplishments in that direction, but as Governor of the 
State, it is my duty to lay before you the factthat, while future genera- 
tions may be benefited by our diligence and energy, the growth and 
development of the State cannot be otherwise than retarded seriously 
by the withdrawal from settlement of the best lands within our bord- 
ers. The law granting us these lands provided that none of them 
should be sold for less than $10.00 per acre, which is practically a pro- 
hibitory price, for the reason that while the general government com- 
pels us to ask and maintain that figure, the Land Department in Wash- 
ington is in the market as our competitor, offering adjacent lands for 
$1.25 per acre. We arein a position where we must refuse to receive ` 
what was supposed to be a generous gift from the government, or asa 
State, stand in the light of an individual of means, who secures large 
tracts of real estate, by purchase or otherwise, and refuses to improve 
them, thereby retarding the progress of the community in which heis 
located, with this difference. The private individual or corporation may 
be taxed for the benefit of schools or other adjuncts of civilization, 
while the State cannot. 


Prior to our admission nearly all the lands of North Idaho suscep- 
tible of cultivation had been located and those valleys in the southern 
part of the State, upon which water could be easily turned, were occu- 
pied; consequently we were obliged to make our locations either in the 
mountains where the lands are only valuable for the timber, or upon 
those arid plateaus where the’ expense of bringing water upon the 
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lands is beyond the reach of the State, in consequence of the limit 
placed upon our indebtedness by the Constitution, or the means of pri- 
vate individuals. 


The expense per acre to divert water upon these lands is so great 
that if the settler is compelled i in addition to thatto pay $10 or upwards, 
per acre for the land in its wild arid state, it brings the cost beyond the 
teach of home seekers. 


I believe that you should, during, this session, ioe enniioe Con- 
gress to either aid the State by an appropriation to assist usin irrigat- 
ing our arid lands, or else they should remove the -restriction as to 
price, for to the thoughtful mind it must be apparent that it would be 
better for those who will occupy the State during the next fifty years 
to refuse to accept these arid lands, than to locate them to the preven- 
tion of settlement during that period, for we cannot sell any lands 
other than our school sections and those located for their timber at the 
minimum price fixed in the admission act.

Mr. President and Members of the Senate, Idaho Legislature: 


Gentleman: My investigation necessary to determine the best 
method of preserving historical data, has brought to my notice a law on 
our statutes making a continuous appropriation of the sum of $250.00 to 
the trustees of the ‘Historical Society of Idaho Pioneers.” This law 
will be found on page 18 of “The Special and Local Laws of Idaho.” It 
was approved February 10th, 1881. The society referred to in the act 
was incorporated on the 10th day of February the same year, being as 
you will notice on the same day on which the bill was approved. Upon 
investigation I find that the society still claims an existence, having as 
its officers, EK. A. Stevenson, president; Jonas W. Brown, secretary, and 
A, G. Redway, treasurer. They have drawn from the treasury of Idaho 
$2,000. -Although they have had no meeting of the society since 1887, 
the last sum, $250.00, being drawn on January 7th, 1889. The society, 
it appears, employed as historians, C. C. Stevenson and W. A. Gouilder, 
to whom they have paid respectively the sums of $400.00 to the former 
and $525.00 to the latter. l 

The, law requires that a synopsis of the findings of the Historical 
Society of Idaho pioneers shali be reported to the legislative assembly; 
they have failed so to do; at least I can find no record of such a report 
and the officers to whom I have spoken know nothing of one being 
made. There is now remaining in the hands of the treasurer the be- 
longing to this society, $1,286.30. Admitting that the State should pay 
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all the expenses of collecting historical data,as represented by the 
sums paid Mr. Stevenson and Mr. Goulder, there would still be a bal- 
ance due of $1,075.00 to the State. I say ‘‘due to the State,” because I 
hardly believe that the gentlemen who constitute the society would care 
to keep the money longer after retaining it already for nearly seven 
years. You should appoint a special committee of both houses to inter- 
view the officers of this society and ask them whether they are willing 
to turn over the historical data for which the State has paid, to some 
duly authorized officer of the State, or, in the absence of such an officer, 
the Secretary of State, until such time as provisionis made for one, and 
to see if they will not return the money of which the State has been de- 
prived and of which the society has had the use for nearly seven , 
years. 
I recommend that the law referred to be repealed.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Boise, IDAHO, March ist, 1895. 
Mr. President and Members of the Senate: | 


Gentlemen: I find upon looking over the record of bills passed and 
those now under consideration by your respective houses, that appar- 
ently you either have not got a copy of our Constitution before you, or, 
having it, you have not read it, or, having read it, you must certainly 
have forgotten that you and I in common, upon taking our respective 
positions as servants of the State, took upon ourselves a solemn, bind- 
ing obligation to support its Constitution and uphold itslaws. Upon 
inquiry at the State Auditor’s office I find that proper inquiry has not 
been made as to the present indebtedness of the State and the limit to 
which legislation may be had, not exceeding that indebtedness. By 
reference to article 8, section 1 of our State Constitution you will find 
that the framers of that valuable document wisely provided that the 
legislature shall not in any manner create any debt or debts, liability 
or liabilities, which shall singly, or in the aggregate, exclusive of the 
debt of the territory at the date of its admission as a State, exceed the 
sum of 1% per centum upon the assessed value of the taxes of the taxa- 
ble property in the State. If that convention had gone still furtherand 
placed a limit upon the indebtedness counties mightincur it would have 
been a fortunate act for the people, but their duty was well done so far 
as it went. Ps 


The question now confronts you, as members of the legislature, and 
myself, as, the Chief Executive: First, what is 1% per cent. of the as- 
sessed valuation? Second, how much further can we increase our in- 
debtedness before reaching that limit? : 


Our assessed valuation, as shown by the report of the State Aud- 
itor, is a little less than $29,000,000. One and one-half per cent. of that 
sum would be $435,000, providing $29,000,000 was the exact valuation. We 
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have issued since our admission as a State $135,000 of State Wagon 
Road Bonds. 


‘There are outstanding, approximately, $30,000 unredeemed univers- 
ity warrants. ‘The appropriation bill now before the House approxi- 
mates $436,000. Warrants will be issued within the year for one-half 
of this sum, or $218,000. Your legislative expenses before adjournment 
will approximate $32, 000, for which warrauts must be drawn immedi- 
ately. We need $112,500 to make the necessary improvements on the 
penitentiary, insane asylum and State capitol building, but, as will be 
seen by computing these figures, the various sums named will exceed 

` the constitutional limit, without taking into account the appropriation 
for normal schools, for school of mines, or, in fact, for any other pur- 
pose. The general appropriation must be met or deficiency warrants 
issued, which can only be placed ata heavy discount and consequently 
a great loss to the State. The question which confronts you and me is 
a very serious one and must engage our earnest and thoughtful atten- 
tion. I have thought best to thus briefly bring this constitutional pro- 
vision and the figures given to your attention because you, as members 
of the legislature, and I, as the Chief Executive of the State, cannot in- 
fringe upon the Constitution. I have spoken of this matter to individ- 
ual members of the legislature before, but judging from the numerous 
bills carrying appropriations with them which are being enacted into 
laws, my words must have been forgotten, or else the provisions of the 
Constitution and the obligation we have taken to support it, must be 
deemed of slight significance.
